Constitutional Amendment No. 211 on lilt* ofih’ial ballot t<> 


be voted at the election, September J J rd, has caused many a 


politician to take to the tall and uncharted forest, or in other 
words to “ skidoo.” 
On thai day the voters of Ohio will determine whether 
or not the constitution of the state is to be changed at all and 
if so just how' much aud iii what particulars, 
Never was a proposal submitted to the people to vote on 
more appropriately numbered than this same “ No. 22'% the 
amendment which, if adopted, would give women the right to 
.vote. 
Public men have shied off and run away from it in 
sheer terror. 
There is no good reason why that amendment should not 
be discussed freely bv our statesmen and candidates for of* 
** 
0 
lice. It is one of the live questions of the day and one which 
must be settled soon— it will not stay in the back-ground much 
longer. 
There does not seem to be any very strong argum ent urged 
against the ability of women to vote intelligently. 
But t h e r e does seem to he some question raised about the 
advisability of conferring upon t h e fair sex tin* unrestricted 
elective franchise at this time. 
Many th in k in g people have contended for years that the 
elective franchise as at present conferred is too broad and, 
preceding the present a g ita tio n to further increase it by con­ 
ferring the right to vote upon the women of the land, the pro­ 
posal to restrict tin* present right, was a very much discussed 
subject. 
Taken all together, the women are keener, more far-sight­ 
ed than men or as some express it, are gifted with a sixth 
sense-intuition. 
The real root of the e x is t e n c e of that qualifi­ 
cation, however, m ay be found in the fact that w o m e n have 


less b u sin e ss entanglements, fewer selfish purposes to subserve 
and are, therefore, in a position to look at questions as they 
arise from an unprejudiced standpoint and, apparently, more 
honestly arrive at a conclusion. 
It is now conceded that 
the wom en, esj»ecially on moral questions, w ou ld east a more 
intelligent vote than the men. 
It is a r g u e d , however, ami with some force too, that the 
danger in conferring upon women the unrestricted right to 
vote at this time means to m u ltip ly the vote of the vicious e l e ­ 
ment. 
In support of this contention it 
is argued that the 
rougher Clemen among the men will dominate and control, bs 
force the “ w om en folks” in their immediate households, and 
thai it left to t h e m s e lv e s the good w o m e n are not inclined, as 
vet, to avail themselves of the priceless p r iv ile g e 
to 
vote. 
This, ii it was a kn o w n fact instead of a theory, w ou ld be 
strong argument against Women Suffrage. 


On the moral questions of the d a y in every community, 
there can be no nest ion that the women would vote a n d vote 
right. 
On such issues nearly every w o m a n would vote, 
Whether the unrestricted franchise should no w be ex­ 
tended so as to include so large a number as the w o m a n ’s 
Burt rage proposal would, is the real serious question. 


W h e th e r the work of abridging the elective franchise 
could he accomplished better with w o m e n voting than it can 
Im* with men only, is another question with 
really 
a 
ma­ 
jority who have now come to believe that abridgement is 
necessary. 
It left tree to exercise their own judgment, the women 
would bring to the ballot box intelligence and honesty. There 
can bt* and is no question about that and it might help m ater­ 
ially in solving the great question of restricting tin* franchise to 
give the women a hand in settling that question. 
Woman is far more resourceful than man, and once inter­ 
ested it i> bv no means improbable that the solution of the 
all important question ot how to tighten up a bit on tin* fran­ 
chise, would be suggested from the ranks of the new-comers 
at the ballot box. 
* 
The question is fairly up now and is hero to stay until 
solved right. 
One thing certain there is no reason in the world why 
women should be denied the suffrage simply because they are 
women, 
rim objection to the amendment must be placed on 
a stronger foundation than that or it will not carry much 
weight. 


The good women ot the land are qualified mentally and 
morally, to vote and Ila* strenuous objections now urged, by 
certain interests, against the adoption of the proposed amend­ 
m ent, is the strongest argument in its favor. 
The loudest and most numerous objections to the proposal 
come from quarters, which as a rule, have a selfish interest to 
subserve and are not based on patriotism or love for the wo­ 
men of the state.

co-juice" from his mouth.

sects throw* off quantities of juice In 
this manner when they are attacked, 
some from the mouth, some from the 
“Joints" on the abdomen, some from 
special points on the head. or other 
parts of the body. 
The Juice thus 
elected Is generally some of the in­ 
sect’s blood, end its sudden discharge 
so

captor to loosen his hold, or to drop 
the prey altogether.

this likely in the case of those insects

osts. In members of the moth and but­ 
terfly family, in beetles, in true bugs 
and even among certain flies.

blood does not come to the surface 
through wounds caused by the disturb­

Jay Cole has been heard to tell 
that he would kill his cousin If he 
ever had an opportunity, it is claim ­ 
ed. and it is believed by the injur* d 
man that he tried to put his threat 
into execution. 
Cole will probably have the police 
to locate his cousin, and try Iiiin on a 
charge of assault with intent to kill.
